In an Authorized Interview 
Explorer Gives to the Post- 
Dispatch the Details of His 
Final Arctic Plans, 


WILL MAKE DASH FROM 
THE AMERICAN SIDE 


Twenty Sledges, Each Hauled 
by Eight Dogs, Will Carry 
the Outfit Forward When 
Final Stage Is Reached.

NEW YORK, July 8.—'*‘And if you find 
the North Pole, what will you do with 
it?’’ asked Gen. Grant of Commodore 


Peary on board the Roosevelt on her 
Way down the bay Thursday after- 
noon. 

The bronzed face of the explorer 
puckered itself into a mass of wrinkles 
and his keen blue eyes flashed a merry 
smile before he replied: 

“I-have a barrel of red paint ready 
to decorate it.’’ 

“You might start a summer resort 
there,”’ suggested the Post-Dispatch 
resresentative. 

“Too difficult to reach,”’ 
Grant. 

“Yes,”’ put in Peary, ‘‘but it won’t 
be nearly so difficult to reach after 
once somebody finds the way. With 
Arctic exploring it is just as with 
mountain climbing; a peak remains in- 
accessible in spite of all efforts, but 
at last some fellow finds the way to 
reach the top, and immediately every- 
body else reaches it. 

“So each successive expedition to: the 
Arctic finds it easy to reach the lati- 
tude its predecessor has reached and to 
push on a little further, so the Pole 
itself will be easy to visit when once 
the way has been blazed.” 

“How great a distance is yet to be 
covered?” 

“"The farthest north was reached by 
the Abruzzi. expedition in 1900. It 
left 237 miles still to be covered. That, 
however, was on the Franz Josef Land 
side, while I am convinced the Ameri- 
can side is the more feasible, because 
the ‘sea is more open and a ship can 
penetrate further north, which makes 
the base nearer to one's destination, a 
' tremendous advantage when one has to 
carry on sledges everything needed, in- 
cluding food for men and dogs.” 

“Cannot you hunt seals or bears or 
walrus? ~ Cannot you shoot sea birds 
or catch fish?’’ 

“Not in the extreme North. There 
is absolutely no life of any sort when 
once the northermost limit of land is 
passed. We do occasionally come 
across a polar bear, but on the west- 
ern side of the Arctic Ocean they are 
much scarcer than arcund Nova :Z°m- 
bla and Franz Josef Land, and we fine 
only enough to provide us with clothes. 
The Esquimos underscand how to dress 
and we adopt thair ccstume, wear'ne 
knickerbockers and coats with hoods 
70 cover the head,’’

SAN FRANCISCO, July 8—The of- 
ficial Philippines party, including WiI- 
liam H. Taft, Secretary of War, and 
Miss Alice Roosevelt, the President's 
daughter, sailed from this port today 
on the steamer Manchuria for the 
American possessions in the Far East. 

The party as now made up differs 
somewhat from the original list of in- 
vited guests. Several statesmen who 
at an early stage in the proceedings ac- 
cepted invitations, changed their minds 
when they found that they would be 
expected to defray their personal ex- 
penses incurred during the trip. 

When the pilgrimage to the Philip- 
pines was first proposed it-was uynder- 
stood that the members of the Philip- 
pine Government would defray all the 
expenses of this semi-officia] junket. 
kt was discovered subsequently that 
thea cunning Filipinos simply furnished 
the transpertation from San Francisco 
to Manila and return. All the supplies 
for the maintenance of the party while 
on board ship and during their sojourn 
on land, including all incidental expens- 
es, are to be paid for individually. 

It is estimated that at the lowest fig- 
ure it will cost each person: from $1000 | 
to $1500. The trip is to occupy three 
months and stops will be made at Hono- 
lulu, Hong Kong and other ports in 
China and Japan, including an official 
visit to the Mikado. 

This trip is supposed to be for the 
purpose of giving the delegation of 
Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress an opportunity to visit all the 
principal points of interest in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. There are many eminent 
statesmen who. stoutly contend that 
Uncle Sam was hadly deceived when he 
became involved in the Philippines.

‘Nothing in this section shall be 
construed to hereafter permit any such ~ 
corporation to defer the distribution, ap- 
portionment or accounting of surplus 
to policy-holders for a longer period 
than five years.’ 

“On all policies issued on the lives of 
citizens of the State of Wisconsin from 
anc after June 24, 196, life insurance 
companies transacting business therein 
must distribute, apportion or make an 
accounting of surplus annually or onee 
in two, three, four or five years. It 
is not contended that distribution, ap- 
portionment or accounting means 
over, but that each policy-holder shalt 
be credited with his equitable share of 
the surplus and such apportioned sur- 
plus carried as a Habilitvy, which, in 
the event of death, shall be paid to the 
beneficiary with the face of the policy, 
and in the event of lapse shall be given 
to the insured in cash or insurance. 
In other words, there must be essential 
distribution, for once an equity is ace 
quired there can be no confiscation of 
such acquired equity.

Barney Oldfield Predicts Re- 
strictive Legislation With- 
in Two Years. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 8—‘“I believe 
that within two years automobile track 
racing, except upon tracks’ especially 
constructed, will be prohibited by law.”’ 

This opinion was expressed by Barney 
Oldfield while he was’ racing here this 
week, Those who have seen the intrepid 
Barney rush around the track and have 
seen him take chances that no ordinary 
driver would will feel that his words 
bear some weight. 

‘There are many 


reasons for this,” 
said Oldfield. ‘‘The principal one is* that 
nearly every manufacturer is able to 
place a car om the track than can do a 
mile under a minute. A few years ago 
there were only a few machines that 
could do track work, but now there are 
scores of thein, and more are being 
built each year. : 

“With the increase in the number of 
entries, the danger to both driverssand 
spectators becomes greater. Imagine a 
half-dozen cars bunched at a curve and 
gving at a mile a minute. Then im- 
agine one of the cars going wrong. The 
drivers of the other machines have no 
chance at all, and in such @ case as 
this fatalities must result. ; 

“Fortunately up to this time when 
cars have become unmanageable they 
have not been in the way of other ma- 


chines, and smash-ups were avoided. A 
few accidents of that nature will do

Would Have Outfielders 


Areas Until Ball is Delivered—Fails to Tell How 
Fielders Would Be Kept Within .Bounds— 
| Some Suagestions. 


In line with many. other suggestions 
made this year tending to increase.the 
nuinber of hits in baseball comes the 
rather unique suggestion of President 
Morley of the Los Angeles club. His 
scheme is based upon the well-known 
fact that nearly all players have a 
habit of hitting to certain sections of 
the fleld. The fielders, knowing this, 
“play for the batter’’ and thus cut off 
niany basehits. 

Morley proposes that the outfielders 
be required to stand within a prescribed 
area 10 or 12 feet square until the pitch- 
er delivers the ball, and then be allowed 


to field it if the hit is made to the out- 


field. 

Just how Mr. Morley means to com- 
pel the fielders to remain in their re- 
stricted territory. he does not say. 
Whether there is to be an extra umpire 
to patro] the outfield and, policeman- 
like, keep the players within bounds, or 
whether the ‘‘honor system” is to be 
used, each player being required to take 
oath that he will not move until the 
pitcher throws the ball, is not included 
in this original method of inducing more 


hitting. 


In considering this obvious defect in 
Mr. Moerley’s plan, several methods sug- 
gest themselves. Why not drive stakes 
at regular intervals in the outfield and

tether each fielder by ropes of  pre- 
scribed length? Then the players could 
chase only those balls that came within 
reach of their respective zones of activ- 
ity. All other drives, not being reached, 
would count as hits. 

If this does not seem feasible it might 
be well to enclose the fielders in roped 
arenas similar to the regulation prize 
ring. This would effectually keep them 
within bounds and also furnish amuse- 
ments for the inhabitants of the bleach- 
ers, who would enjoy the vain efforts 
of the visiting fielders to reach the balls 
that landed between stations. Again, 
the fielders might be hobbled as is done 
with horses. Then they could move just 
so fast and swift drives to the outfield 
would surely count as hits. 
But treating President Morley’s sug- | 


gestion seriously, the question arises, 
Would the fan enjoy seeing the ball 
continually knockd out of reach of the | 
fielders? Unquestionably the fans want 
more hitting, bul would Morley s 
scheme bring about that end? 

To carry out the new plan, it would be 
absolutely necessary to have an umpire 
for the outfield. Then, the game would 
become slower and would drag. This, 
of course, would be going back to the 
period before the foul-strike rule went 
into effect, and would defeat one of the 
chief purposes of that innovation—that 
is, to make the game more snappy and 
faster. 

President Morley, however, is in earn- 
est regarding his plan, and, it is said, 
will propose it before the Rules Com- 
mittee with the view to having it adopt- 
ed for next season.

With all the talk of unfair advantage 
which the pitcher with the ‘“‘spitball’ 


and foul strike has over the batsman 


the one rule which is intended to favor 
the batsman and give him an even foot- 
ing with the pitcher when the ball is 
Gelivered is to a great extent unen- 
forced. The games in which balks are 
called on the pitchers and the base 
runners take the bases which are its 
punishment are very few and far be- 
tween. .The improvements in base run- 
ning on the other hand have made it 
necessary that the runners be kept 
close to the bases, so close, in fact, that 
offenses against the balk rules are of 
very frequent occurrence. 


The rules against this display of the 
pitcher are unusually stringent, S50 
stringent, in fact, that it is almost im- 
possible for the umpire to decide at 
timés when the offense has been com- 
mitted. Take two of the nine detinitions 
ef the balk for instartee: “Throwing 
the ball by the pitcher to any base to 
eatch the base runner without stepping 
directly towards such base in the act of 
making the throw,’’ and ‘making any 
motion of the arm, shoulder, hip or 
hody the pitcher habitually makes in 
his method of delivery without imme-

diately delivering the ball to the bat.’”’ 
Pitchers often offend against the strict 
construction of these two rules. Few 
of the ‘“‘left handers” step “directly to- 
wards the base’’ in making the throw 
to first, and many of the twirlers 
throw to the bag after making any ‘“‘ha- 
bitual motion of the arm, shoulders, hip

or body.’’ 

Hardly a game passes that 
these two rules is not violated 
more times, and 
are habitual violators of at least one of 
the rules. Altrock of the Chicago White 
Sox. one of the most successful twirlers 
in the business at holding men on first 
ase, almost always throws to the bag 
from a position with both hands above 
his head, exactly the same position 
which he uses in throwing to the plate. 
Not half the time does he “step direct- 
ly towards the base’’ in making the 
throw. 

The fact is that the rules are so strin- 
gent that if they were strictly enforced 
the pitcher would have to send out ad- 
vance notices before throwing the ball 
if he wished to be within the regula- 
tions. The umpire, recognizing this. fact, 
hesitates to call a balk on very evident 
breaches of the regulation. The um- 
pire can, however, enforce the _ rules 
more strictly if he can spare the time 
from administering rebukes, many of 
which are necessary to the players. A 
strict enforcement of the rule would 
help the game, not only in increased 
base running, but also in the consequent 
increase of fielding speed.

BLIND BALL FAN 
ENJOYS THE GAME 


Sightless James Eagan Tells 
How He Keeps in Touch 
With Baseball Contests. 


NEW YORK, July 8.—James Eagan, a 
blind man of 204 West One Hundred and 
Fourth street, is an enthusiastic base- 
ball fan, and is seen almost daily at the 
major league or semi-professional 
games. Although he cannot see to walk 
alone he thoroughly enjoys the sport 
and understands what is going on at all 
cimes. 

“How do you get any enjoyment out 
of a baseball game?’ he was asked re- 
cently. 

“There is no person in the grandstand 
or on the bleachers,”” he replied, “who 
sees more of the game than I do. I do 
not see as much of the side play as the 
others, but from the moment the um- 
pire calls ‘Play ball’ and the first ball 
is shot over the plate until the last man 
is out, I follow every pay with a mi- 
nuteness that often makes my compan- 
ion for the afternoon feel a bit creepy. 

“I always try to get a seat so that a 
line drawn from first to second base 
or third base to the home plate, if ex- 
tended, would touch me. Then I can 
keep the players and their positions 
from becoming confused. 

“When I am behind the plate, the 
catcher, pitcher, second baseman and 
center flelder are directly in front of 
me, each a little further off than the 
last, and the right fielder and the first 
baseman are to my right and the third 
baseman and left flelder are to my left, 

“I can then tell most of the plays, as 
they are made by the nature of the 
sound when the ball jis struck with a 
bat or when it strikes a player's hands. 
Occasionally it is hard to tell whether 
a certain play is made by the shortstop 
or second baseman, but-there is usually 
some clew that makes it clear. 

“When the umpire calls, ‘Play ball,’ 
Se are evade The hlgincet 
pitch and my ears strained to catch the 
slightest sound,

Baseball Managers Have Learned That Certain Pitchers 
Fail if the Wrong Man Is Behind the Bat— Recent 
Examples That Prove This. 


The fans have often wondered why it 
is that game after game the same 
catchers are always sent behind the 
bat to receive a certain pitcher. Why 
Howell always pitches to Sugden, Nich- 
ols to Grady and McFarland to War- 
ner, 

They have often wondered whether 
it is coincidence or part of the secret 
service of the game, and it may be 
mentioned that it is neither; that it is 
part of the finesse of the managers, 
who know that pitchers will work bet- 
ter when placed with favorite catchers. 
This fact in no little way may account 
for some of the recent defeats of the 
St. Louls representatives in the major 
leagues. 

Both clubs lately have had their 
catchers crippled and injured from ac 
cidents of the sports and consequently 
have had to send in a catcher who does 
not work in perfect accord with the 
man on the rubber. Pitchers are like 
a bit of machinery—there must be no 
more friction while they are at work 
than in a bit of mechanism, and the 
less there is the betfer the result. 

An Instance of this was given ifn last 
Sunday's game and much commented 
upon.

PARIS, July 8.—Although the Cham- 
ber of Deputies has passed the bill sep- 
arating the church and the State, the 
Senate is sure to pick many flaws in 
its present form, besides disagreeing 
with many substantial details, and it 
is expected that a year or two will 
before the concordat is really 
broken. When the bill becomes a law 
the religious situation in France will] 
be much the same as the United States. 

Communities which desire sufficient- 
ly to support a church will have the 
right to acquire by nominal purchase 
the church property from the State. 
Priests’ salaries will be paid by private 
subscription among the congregation 
until the endowment System has had 
time to develop. It is the Govern- 
ment’s intention to turn over religious 
edifices with their contents to the 
members ‘of whatever religious cult is 
in the majority in a given district. 

Catholic leaders express no fear that 
there may be insufficient funds to sup- 
port the church organization after the 
bill is definitely passed. Wherever the 
public desires church life, even though 
unable to support it, private individ- 
uals are ready to step in to help things, 
and optimistic Catholics point out that 
State aid has shaved been insignificant 
as compared with the income derived 
from the largest of rich Gevotees. Fears 
are expresse ~«l, howe ver, that there wil! 
be considerable looting of church prop- 
erty in the form of political graft, es- 
lally in localities where there are 
valuable art works. Religious bodies 
have been formed in many places to 
deal with this difficulty when it arises. 
Catholics generally are inimical to the 
bill, rather beeause they feel it to be 
an insult. to the Vatican than because 
they fear for the mater‘al or moral fu- 
ture of the church in France.

If there is no dfeamiess sleep. then it seems to fok 
low that the brain is unceasingly at work, either in 
dream thinking or in thinking that goes on when 
we are awake. Both kinds of thinking differ much in 
aifferent individuals, 

The continuity of the thinking part of brain work 
may appear to prevent that refreshment to the mind 
which we comn.only regard as obtained through 
sleep. But refreshment may,come without stoppage 
of work. Change may be sufficient. In some parts 
of the work the brain is certain there is no stoppage. 
Its work, for example, of carrying on respiration and 
the circulation of the blood never ceases. The think- 
ing part of the brain's work may be regarded in a 
sense as involuntary, though it can be mod.fied and 
directed by the will. Dreaming is mental recreation, 
The study of dreams appears to lead to the following 
opinions, says Sir Arthur Mitchell in: the Chicage 
Tribune: ‘That there is no such thing as a dreame 
less sleep. That thinking is involuntary—to the ex- 
tent, at least, that we cannot cease to think under 
any order of the will. That thinking never ceases 
during life, and is essential to the continuance of life. 

That dream thinking is uncontrolled and undirected 
by the will, is never coherent and concentrated, is 
more or less of the same character as thinking in 
delirium, and constitutes a state of mental disorder 
which is not a state of disedse. 

That thinking, when awake, is always to some ex- 
tent under control of the will. That there are many 
degrees of sleep and wakefulness, and as many 4de- 
grees of efficiency in the controlling and directing 
power of the will. 

That thinking, like breathing or the nsating’ of the 
heart, does not cause a sense of weariness, though all 
three, of course, have a wearing out effect on all the 
organs concerned. 

That the will’s inhibiting and directing work brings 
fetigue and a demand for rest. 

That the will finds its rest and réfreshment In sleep. 

That the frequent occurrence of a state of disor- 
dered mind occurring in sleep does not do us harm, 
but, on the contrary, does us good.

In some parts of Europe and Asia there is a pe- 
culiar custom of salting new-born babies. When a 
baby is born among the Armenians of Russia the 
nurse takes the infant and covers the entire skin 
with very fine salt. This salt is left on the baby for 
three hours or more, and then the child is washed 
with warm water. 

In Asia Minor there {s a tribe of people living In 
the mountains who do even worse than this. They 
salt their new-born bawies and leave the salt on 
them for 24 hours. The modern Greeks sprinkle salt 
on their babies. 

This practice of salting babies is an ancient cus- 
tom.

Even in some parts of Germany 
salt is still used on the child & birth.

NEARLY EVERY STATE 
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Missouri, Arkansas, Ilirojs,

NEw 1Uive, July from 


all parts of the United Sates show 
widespread agitation to crush “graft” 
In public places. Of these States in- 
dictments have been retur ed a.ans

In Missouri there are the revelations 
in St. Louis which sent half a dozen Al- 
dermen to the penitentiary, with as 
many more indicted and a millionair<« 
or two living abroad. 

Besides, there are indictments pend- 
ing against former Lieut.-Gov. Lee, 
Senators Farris, Smith and other State 
Legislators. 

Arkansas has just acquitted the Pres- 
ident of its Senate, A. W. Covington. 
He had been indicted for accepting 
money in connection with the buiiding 
of the State Capitol. Three other 
Senators and two Representatives are 
also under indictment awaiting trial.

There also have been few prosecutions 
of a crimina: character growing out of 
the public sentiment on the subject, yet 
there has been a deal of good accom- 
plished by other means. The Govern- 
or has had_ special confidential men 
looking into the ‘‘graft’’ connected with 
the State departments and institutions. 
Whenever a case is reported to him 
he calls in the officer responsible for it. 
confronts him with the evidence and 
qlietly informs him that the “graft” 
must come to an end. 

In not a single instance has there 
been a case of rebellion, although some 
of the “good things’ killed by the 
executive have been hallowed and al- 
most sanctified by time-honored custom 
And because of this compliance on the 
part of officials none of the damaging 
evidence has been given to the public. 
Deneen’s policy is expressed by himself 
as follows: 

“My purpose is to keep my own ad- 
ministration clean. The job wil keep 
me emploved. I can’t waste time rat 
tling around among ttre dead bones of 
the past and undertaking to correci 
mistakes of my predecessors.”’

SPECULATORS SECURED 
ADVANCE INFORMATION 


Thereby New York Operators 
Were Enabled to “Work the 
Market” and Make For- 
tunes, for Themselves,

WASHINGTON, July 8 — Edward 
Holmes, Associate Statistician of the 
Agricultural Department, was today 


summarily dismissed by secretary Wil- 
son for furnishing advance information 
from the Government cotton report to 
brokers and speculators and manipulat- 
ing the reports in order to affect the 
market. Holmes is the only public of- 
ficial involved in the scandal. 

A number of New Yorkers are alleged 
to have been associated with Holmes 
in the deal, among them Theodore 
Price, L. C. Riper and Wm. Judd. 

There will be no prosecutions for the 
bribery of a public official or for con- 
spiracy. The case was submitted by 
Secretary Wilson to the United States 
District Attorney here, and he decided 
that a prosecution would not hold. 

Secretary Wilson today made public 
his report'on the investigation made by 
secret service agents, and it discloses 
a scandalous state of affairs, which will 
be corrected by a new method of mak- 
ing up the report in the future. The 
Secretary has ordred that all reports be 
made direct to him. 

Holmes is said to have received $80,- 
000 for betraying the Government. and 
he was a business partner of a cotton 
broker, who purchased a mythical min- 
ing camp from Holmes in order to enable 
the latter to explain the possession of 
such a large amount of money. 

Holmes once entered into a business 
partnership with certain cotton brokers 
with money which was presented to 
him by men in the firm. The secret 
service agents who conducted the in- 
vestigations came into possession of 
letters and telegrams written by 
Holmes and a friend of his, containing 
advices of the condition of the crop 
report and suggestions about manipu- 
lating the reports. 

It is disclosed by the report that the 
charges were brought against Holmes 
by Richard Cheatham, Secretary of the 
Cotton Growers’ Association, at the in- 
stance of William M. Judd, formerly in 
the employe of a broker named Van 
Riper. Judd testified that he had re- 
celved advance information on the cot- 
ton report and had been informed that 
it came through a man named Haas and 
Holmes. He was convinced not only 
that advance information was being 
given out, but also that the figures had 
been tampered with in the department 
in the interest of cotton speculators. 
Judd said he had persuaded Van Riper 
to tell of his connection with the affair 
and he, Judd, had written to Cheatham 
about it. 


Van Riper declared that Haas acted 
as go-between for Holmes and him- 
self. Van Ripey also understood that 
Haas was securing advance informa- 
tion for another cotton broker. He 
said that he was induced to communi- 
cate the fact that advance informa- 
tion was being gien out by Holmes on 
account of the fact that he, Van Riper 
had heard that Holmes and his asso- 
ciates intended to try and manipulate 
the report for June last. 

Haas informed Van Riper that the

The grain market during the past 
week showed many vagaries and a gen- 
erally unsettled condition, favoring the 
bulls and bears about equally in the 
different fluctuations during the pertod. 
The fact that there were two holidays 
during the week added to the unlset- 
tling of both prices and senjiment. 

At the last week the market 
showed quite a firm tone on wheat, 
mainly because of the unsettled weath- 
er conditions both tn the Northwest 
affecting the growing crops and in the 
Southwest, where the harvest had be- 
gun. During the holidays there were 
the same conditions followed for a day 
and then the bears appeared to be get- 
ting the upper hand of the wheat mar- 
ket. Better weather reports Thursday 
éased prices somewhat. with lower ca- 
bles as a factor in the decline. On 
the down movement there was consid- 
erable covering of shorts, but their 
inning was not a tong one.

Thank Judge Moore, for he has de- 
cided that the Sunday shave is neces- 
Sary whether it be an evil or not. Also 
thank Jere Coakley’s mustache, which 
was sacrificed to make a case worthy 
Of the law which Frank Schaitt, a bar- 
ber near Union Station, wished to test. 

In his decision yesterday Judge Moore 
declared that while barbering was not 
a work of art in that it involved such 
manual labor as would bring it within 
the meaning of the statute, yet, it was 
a necessity, according to definitions of 
that word. 

Chief Kiely announced at 83 p. m. 
yesterday that he would rescind that 
portion of the general Sunday closing 
order relating to barbershops. This 
was after he had been shown @ copy 
of Judge Moore's decision to Presi- 
dent Stewart of the Police Board and 
had been advised by him to comply. 
According to Seebert C. Jones, who 
acted for Schatt, the city cannot ap- 
peal from the decision. 

Schatt said that while no concerted 
action had been agreed upon by the 
Gaibers' Protective Association, all 
would open without doubt.

He determined to come to America, but there 


were certain difficulties. First, there was the 
matter of money. -Count Apollinaris Theodore 
was not on good terms with his father, Count The- 
odore Joseph Rymowicz, a rich banker at Keidanz, 
near the German frontier. But finally he man- 
aged to secure money sufficient to pay his passage 
to America. A passport was needed to enable him 
to leave Poland. Without it he could not go he- 
yond the borders of the city of Kowno, where he 
wag born. A relative, who was a Russian officer, 
finally secured a passport entitling young Rymo- 
wiez to go to Germany on a vacation. 

The passport was good for 14 days. Before it 
expired the young Count was on a ship bound to 
New York. 

When he reached America he discarded his title 
and ancient family name and assumed that of 
Waldo—one of his family names. He used the 
initials ‘‘A. T.’’ for Apollinaris Theodore, but 
never spelled his name in full. As ‘‘A. T. Wal- 
do’’ he went to the Constitution Celebration of 
the Polish societies at the hall at Thirteenth and 
Biddle streets, May 3, 1896. 

A young woman spoke. Her oration was an ode 
in prose to Polish liberty.

She told him her history—how her grandfather, 
John Bielinska, a noble of Warsaw, had been sent 
to Siberia for ten years for decrying the Russian 
rule: how her father, a merchant, had died in Bra- 
zil and she had come to St. Louis with friends to 
live in an atmosphere of freedom.

Before a year had passed Count Rymowicz had 
persuaded her to change it. Just:a’few days he- 
fore the wedding he revealed to her his secret -- 
the fact that he was of the nobility. He showed 
the ancient parchment, with the genealogy of the 
Rvmowiezes for 500 years. The knowledge that 
her husband was noble-born added to the happi- 
nes of the nuptials. For a while the young 
couple lived in a cottage in North St. Louis. 

Then Count Rymowicz, known in the neighbor- 
hood as ‘‘Mr. Waldo,’’ became interested in the 
work of the North Broadway Social Settlement. 
He saw. the good work that the Settlement— 
which had quarters across from the Ashley Build- 
ing—was doing for the poor inhabitants of the 
great tenement. Most of the people that the 
workers of the Settlement were trying to benefit 
were from Poland. — gh 

Count Rymowicz resolved to take rooms in the 
Ashley Building and, by making friends with tee 
children of Poland there, to lead them: to bett 
ways. He engaged two rooms on the ‘topmo 


floor of the giant rookery. Around him were peo- 
ple of varied nationalities, creeds and social con. 
ditions. He went among them as a brother. To 
them he was plain ‘‘Mr. Waldo.’’ Gradually he 
secured boys for the Settlement classes and M- 
structed them himself. | 


Through the present summer he is conducting 
two night classes. Monday evenings he has a 
class of Itdlian boys from the Ashley Building. 
Thursday nights he teaches a class of Polish boys. 
They are instructed by this scion of aristocracy in 
reading, writing and in manual trades. Count 
Rymowicz teaches them the simpler manual in- 
struction, which enables them to mend a broken 
chair or to solder a hole in the coffee pot. He 
thinks by doing this he will put them in position 
to save money at home and by and by get into a 
useful trade. | 

That his work was appreciated an extract. from 
the annual report of the Broadway Social Settle- 
ment shows. It says: ‘‘In this work’’—referring 
to getting in contact with the tenants of the Ash- 
ley Building—‘‘we are indebted for much helpful 
co-operation to Mr. A. T. Waldo, a public-spirited 
citizen.”’

About Summer Breakfasts 


ANY people think it is unwise to 
M\ begin u busy day with a heavy 
i breakfast. Hearty food in the 
morning, they believe, clogs the system, 
making the blood flow sluggishly, unless 
the appetite has been sharpened by a 
ride or a brisk walk 

A delicious breakfast for a warm June 
morning is one of rice or unsweetened 
Sago cooked in milk, delicate cornmeal 
muffins, and coffee with whipped cream. 

Fruit should never be omitted from 
the summer breakfast menu, and acid 
fruits, like pineapples, rhubarb or 
oranges are especially desirable. 

Some housewives have suggested that 
cerea] for a summer breakfast be pre- 
pared the day before, set to cool in 
moulds, and served cold, with rich 
cream. This plan is not always advis- 
able, however, for most cereals are more 
easily digested when hot. If the sum- 
mer cereals are cooked in half milk and 
half water they are very nourishing. 
Rice, unsweetened, is delicious ‘when 
cooked in this way, and is appropriate 
with strawberries. It is also a good 
dish dietetically for summer. 

Rich hot bread and pancakes with 
their syrup are now no longer wanted, 
and only the lightest of muffins and 
delicate rolls should take their place. 

When one has been on an early fiskt 
ing expedition or a long tramp, @ more 
substantia] breakfast will, of course, 
be required. A veal cutlet, broiled chick- 
en, brook trout or a tender piece of 


steak should be added to the menu, to 
say nothing of potatoes prepared in 
some delicate form. Before starting out 
on an early morning excursion a small 
cup of coffee and a wafer should be tak- 
en as a stimulant. 

Sweetbreads can hardly be excelied as 
a delicate breakfast meat, especially 
when breaded or stewed in cream 
sauce. Eggs, of course, are a nourish- 
ing breakfast dish, but as the _ dull, 
enervating days of midsummer ap- 
proach they are apt to pall on the ap- 
petite. They are at their best in spring. 

The breakfast salad has a character 
quite different from that served at din- 
ner or supper. It should be merely an 
appetizer. which assists digestion. A 
‘few leaves of. bleached dandelion, sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and v-negzar, 
tossed up with pieces of bacon, cut in 
dice shape, are a good appetizer with 
veal. Watercress should, of course, ac- 
company steaks or chops. The object 
of a breakfast salad is to remove the 
greasy flavor of meat. 

Above all things the housekeeper who 
wishes to tempt dull appetites must 
make the table look attractive to the 
eye. Almost any breakfast will taste 
better if served on a neatly arranged 
table with acenterpiece of some deli- 
eately colored blossoms in a clear glass 
vase, with a bit of ice on the cucum- 
bers or other green things, and the ta- 
ble linen snow whiie.

Cornbread Cookery 


OLLED CCORNBREAD.—Two cups 

B cornmeal, cne cup flour, two 

cups sour Miix one cup warta 
water, one tablespoonful butter, one 
tablespoon molasses, one teaspoon each 
soda and salt. Mix all well together, 
turn into a mold with a tight-fitting 
top, put in a pot of boiling water and 
cook two hours. Turn out, let it dry 
in the oven a few minutes and serve. 

STEAMED CORNMEAL PUDDING. 
—Mix by the recipe given-—for boiled 
cornbread, doubling the quantity of su- 
gar, and adding a cup of currants 
cleansed and dredged in flour. When

cups of Southern cornmeal, sifted;

CORN AND RICE BREAD.—Thiree 
eges, whipped light, two cups milk, two 
scant cups Indian meal, one cup cold 
boiled rice, one tablespoon butter, one 
teaspoon salt, two teaspoons baking 
powder. Mix together the eggs, milk, 
butter, salted meal and rice, carefully 
Stirring in the baking powder at the 
last. Should the mixture seem too thick 
thin with a little milk. suke in muffin 
tins in a steady oven, and eat us soun 
as they are cooked. 

CORN CAKES.—Two cups sour milk, 
two tablespoons butter melted, one 
teaspoon each salt und soda, two cups 
cornmeal or enough to muke u thin but- 
ter. Add the melted butter to the beat- 
en eggs, dissolve the soda in one table- 
spoon boiling water, add this to the 
milk and mix with the eggs and but- 
ter. Have the meal ready with 
the salt, put all together, beat hard. 
and bake in a shallow baking pan about 
half an hour. 

BOILED INDIAN PUDDING.—Two 
cups milk, two cuos cornmeal. two 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls. sugar, two 
tablespoons beef suet ruboed fine, 
one-half teaspoon euch sugar and 
ground cinnamon, pinch of soda in the 
milk. Heat the milk with the 
and, when boiling, stir in the 
and suet, and set aside When 
cold beat in the spice, sugar and 
whipped eggs and stir vigorously.

N THE depths of a Mexican 
forest Director William Tre- 
lease of the Missouri: Botan- 
ical Garden recently found 
giant trees which are actual- 
ly strangling other great trees 
to death. ‘These death-deal- 

ing trees are the thugs of the forest. They are 
as ferocious and relentless as the noted Thugs of 
India. Their method of murder is_ strangely 
human. Like their prototype of the’ Ganges, 
they approach their victim stealthily. The lord- 
ly palm that gives them shelter is doomed. Like 
the human fiends of India, these thug trees choke 
their victim with ecords—the ¢ords -being the 
myriad filaments that they sprout. 

Mexicans call these extraordinary murdering 
trees ‘‘stranglers.’’ Director Trelease  ealls 
them, in botanical terms, ‘‘F. ligustrina,’’ or 

strangling fig trees. He spent many days study- 
ing them and brought back to St. Louis the fin- 
est pictures ever made of these strange trees. 
The pietures were made while the stranglers 
were at their work. They are photographs of 
executions.

In all cases they had attacked the largest, loftiest 
palm trees. Just as the hunter fires at the lordliest stag 
in the herd, so the strangler fastens on the finest palm. 

Another curious fact is that while the strangler kills 
only the finest trees in the forest, it itself is of no aceount, 
Exactly like the average human murderer, this Cain of 
the woods is of no benefit to mankind. The fig it bears 
is only the size of an ordinary cherry and has no value.

Imagine the agony of a great palm when it has roalized 
in a dumb way that it is in the grasp of the strangler. 
For vears the tree has been dominant, the only thing: i 
all the forest which never feared for its life. Countless 
forest tragedies had oecurred beneath its shade, birds pryy- 
ing on insects, jungle cats in turn preying on the birda, 
the cats themselves falling victims to the boa constrictor, 
which erushed them exact y os the strangler crushes its 
prey. When the stranglor first sprouted the palm sheltered 
it as willingly as it did the geen parrots. Now that it 
has begun to feel its deadl, grip, the palm would have 
shaken it off.

OST remarkable are the reports 
which come to St. Louis of 
the summer sojourn of Prof. 
WJ McGee. Prof. McGee was 
Chief of Anthropology at the 
St. Louis World’s Fair. He

He remained in St. Louis 
for some time after the Fair, and then went off 
upon what is perhaps the queerest sojourn ever 
undertaken by an American scientist.

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ST. LOAIS wheelwright gives a very 
A apt illustration of why wagon wheels 

are dished by making a couple of tin 
wheels for one axle of a chiid’s toy wagon. 
If the wheels are made straight, as shown 
at A, fig 1, they will take the shape shown 
at B, fig. 1, a very short time after being 
in use; especially is this true when tho 
wagon fs leafed. The hubs ef these wheels 
are made ef a bit of wood nailed to the 
tin. 
The superiority of the dished wheels is 
shown in fig. 2. The tin whee! is cut into 
at C, lapped over to the dotted line and 
riveted or soldered into a flat cone. This

and favors woolen polishing mitts, 
or fabric dusters of some kind, silk 
ones most of all. One of the fabric dust- 
ers in use by a St. Louls housewife is 
built up of a densely woven fabric of a 
comparatively hard, long nap or threads. 
This is doubled upon itself and a center 
tube, or pocket, formed by a double iine 
of stitching, over which is stitched a tape 
reinforcing strip. The weft threads are 
comparatively soft and form the duster 
proper by the removal of the warp threads 
as far as the stitching, producing a fringe. 
Into the completed tube a stick of con- 
venient size is placed, with a portion ex- 
tending beyond the duster proper to form 
a handle. When the tube of fabric 
mounted upon the handle it furnishes a 
convenient dusting device that will effect- 
ively operate over a large surface. When 
the fabric becomtes soiled or loaded with 
dust, it may be readily removed from the 
holder and beaten or boiled to sterilize it.
